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2. Section 10) (b) should be completely eliminated, with 
certein exceptions to be noted below. The functions therein 
described are more properly a part of a detailed Sentral Intel-~ 
ligence Agency Enabling Act, to be introduced after the comple- 
' tion of unification legislation. However, if it is felt by the 
Comittee that certain functions should be outlined in the uni- 
fication bill, then it would geen preferable to set forth the 
responsibilities of the Securhty,Cognell in relation to the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agenay, substantially aa follows: 


“Section 10k (b). (1) The National Security Council, 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Gouncil"), in addition to the 
duties and functions assigned to it by Section 101 herein, shell: 
(a) Determine policies and objectives for, and supervise and 
direct, the Central Intelligence Agency in the planning, develop- 
— ord coordination of the foreign intelligence activities of 

the departments and agencies of the Governnent, as well as in 
the conduct of those foreign intelligence operations performed

sequent legislation. If it is felt that Section 104 (b) should 
be maintained, a subsection should be added, as follows: 


“Section 10) (b) (4h). Perform, by any and all means deened 
effective, such foreign intelligenme services of common concern 
as the Council determines can best be performed, or be more effi- 
ciently or econonically accomplished, by the Agency." 


Section 10) (b) (3) should be amended to read as follows: 
"The Agency ahall have no police, subpoena, or law enforcenent 
powers or functions concerning the internal security of the United 
States. The Agency shall be responsible for taking measures for 
protecting sources and methods used in the collection and dissent~ 
nation of foreign intelligence information received by the Agendy.® 


3. The clause included in line 25, page 8, through line 3, 


page 9, and Section 10 (¢) should be eliminated from this bill, 
as they are more properly a part of subsequent enabling legislation. 
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4. Section 16 (4) (2), line 22, should be amended to 
read, "(2). The functions of the Director of Central Intelli- 


- gence and the functions, personnel, property and records of 


the Central Intelligence Group are transferred to the Director 
of Central Intelilgence, appointed -under-this. dot, and to the 
Central Intelligence Agency respectively, and such Group shall 
cease to exist. The remainder of Section 10) (d) (2), page 
19, lines 1 through 5, should remain as printed. 
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
